New AIDS directory published 


The first edition of a national infor- 
mation and referral directory of AIDS- 
related services for deaf and hard of 
hearing people will be published soon. 

The Directory on Aids and Deafness 
was produced by Gallaudet’s Profes- 
sional and Community Training Pro- 
gram in the National Academy in 
collaboration with the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control’s National AIDS Informa- 
tion Clearinghouse as an outgrowth of 
the first National Conference on AIDS 
and Deafness held last June. 

Another project that resulted from 
the conference was the formation of a 
National AIDS hotline for deaf people: 
1-800-AIDSTTY. 

The initial directory lists 50 organiza- 
tions alphabetically by state, but its 
database will be updated continuously 
and computer printouts of the new list- 
ings will be made weekly, according to 
Susan Newburger, a program develop- 
ment specialist in the National Acade- 
my and a leader in the directory 
project. 

The first edition will also include 
some services in Canada. Newburger 
said that future directories are expected

Events interpreted for inauguration 


For the first time in the history of the 
United States, all official activities in a 
presidential inauguration will be made 
accessible to all people with disabilities. 

Deaf people who are interested in 
the events surrounding the Jan. 20 
swearing-in of President-elect George 
Bush will have 17 events interpreted 
during a five-day period instead of be- 
ing limited to the actual swearing-in 
itself. 

The group responsible for making all 
of the official inauguration activities ac- 
cessible is the American Bicentennial 
Presidential Inauguration Committee. 
Susan Newburger, a program develop- 
ment specialist in Gallaudet’s National 
Academy, and Gail Stevens, a free- 
lance interpreter, helped the committee 
arrange for events to be interpreted. 
Newburger said that close to 100 inter- 
preters will be used for the events. 

Inaugural activities will be kicked off 
on Jan. 18 with a 4 p.m. opening cele- 
bration at the Lincoln Memorial, follow- 
ed by a presidential pageant at Consti- 
tution Hall at 7:30 p.m. and an 8 p.m. 
inaugural dinner (five locations). 

Activities on the 19th include an in- 
augural forum at D.C. Armory at 10 
a.m., an 11 a.m. salute to the first 


lady at the Kennedy Center, presiden- 
tial pageants at 2 and 7:30 p.m., a 2 
p.m. vice-presidential reception at the 
National Museum of American History, 
and an inaugural gala at the Washing- 
ton Convention Center at 8 p.m. 


Inauguration Day will begin with a 
private church service at St. John’s 
Church, followed by the inaugural pa- 
rade down Pennsylvania Avenue at 
1:30 p.m. The inaugural ball (eight lo- 
cations) and a ball for young Ameri- 
cans at the Armory will be held at 8 
p.m. 

On Saturday, Jan. 21, there will be 
a White House welcome for the Bushes 
from 8-11 a.m., a children’s inaugural 
festival at Constitution Hall at 2 p.m., 
a tribute to democracy at Constitution 
Hall at 8 p.m., and a celebration for 
young Americans at the Convention 
Center at 8 p.m. 


The ceremonies will end with a na- 
tional day of prayer on Jan. 22 and a 
thanksgiving service at the Washington 
Cathedral at 11 a.m. 

Some of the events are free, while 
tickets must be purchased for others.

Students use VAX programs to help improve English 


When Gallaudet’s Department of 
User Services introduced the VAX 
computer program to University em- 
ployees, it was hailed as a model of ef- 
ficiency in handling workloads. 

Today, it is also helping students in 
assistant professors Harry Markowicz 
and Steve Lombardo’s English 50 
classes learn to read and write. 

The instructors chose to use two 
components of VAX—conferencing 
and E-Mail—in which computer users 
who are linked to VAX can leave each 
other messages and carry on conversa- 
tions, last semester to enhance the 
Electronic Networks For Interaction 
(ENFI) method that they had been us- 
ing for several years. 

ENFI operates on the premise that 
deaf students learn English more effec- 
tively through written communication 
than studying the structure of the lan- 
guage, much like people studying a 
foreign language learn it faster when 
they converse with natives of the par- 
ticular country. 

By using VAX, students, like em- 
ployees, are given user codes and call 
up their accounts, where they may find 
a topic for discussion from their instruc- 
tors such as: “What are the arguments 
for and against having hearing students 
at Gallaudet?” The students also held 
in-depth discussions last semester on 
the book Deaf Like Me. 

The students can respond to the 


topics any time of the day they like, 
rather than only during a certain class- 
room hour. And, through VAX, they 
can discuss their responses not only 
with their classmates, but with students 
in other English 50 classes as well. 
“The idea is that by using [the pro- 
grams] to learn English through topics 
that are meaningful to the students, 
they learn it better,” Markowicz said. 


“As for academics,” Lombardo added, 
“the students are getting reading and 
writing practice.” 

Markowicz and Lombardo have 
received a $2,000 grant from the 
Department of Graduate Studies and 
Research to work this semester with 
language specialist Ruth Morgan to ex- 
amine features of students’ writing 
through using VAX.
